OOUXTY OFFICES 


Oklahoma City, Aug. 21 —In reply to 


an inquiry from governor L,ee Truce, 
the attorney general has held that a 
law passed! at the regular session of 
the legislature to abolish county of- 
fices after the officers are elected and 
qualified would be valid as to incum- 
bents at that time. It is held that ex- 
cept where the constitution creates 
an oflce and prescribes its terms, o» 
specifically limits the legislature, the 
legislature has power to abolish tho 
office or limit the term. 


It is pointed out that the section 


of the constitution creating thp \ar- 
ious county offices does so "subject to 
change toy the legislature" and that it 
provides that terms shall not be c\- 
tegdBA^but does not say that the> 
«an not W^shortened. It is held that 
the provision prohibiting any chane;o 
in compensation during term of of- 
fice would not prevent the abolish- 
ment of the office. 


The opinion furthpr holds that de- 


puties can be abolished or their com- 
pensation changed at any time as 
they do not hold for a fixed term.

FATHER OF THE 


S1EEL TRUST 


Bethlehem, Pa., 
Aug. 
21 —John 


Fritz, kpown far and wide as the fath- 
er of the steel Industry In the United 
States, attained his ninetieth birth- 
day anniversary today. The dinner 
given at the Waldorf-Astoria in .New 
York ten years ago in celebration of 
the eightieth birthday of Mr. Fritz is 
still remem'bered as one of the most 
remarkable gatherings ever assem- 
bled in this country of captains of in- 
vention and industry and the central 
figures of finance ulUed with the iron 
trade. 


It was hoped that some similar af- 


fair might be held to commemorate 
Mr Fritz's ninetieth year, but the pre- 
carious condition of his health caused 
the Idea to be abandoned. For the 
past six months the veteran ironmas- 
ter has been in very poor health and 
during much of the time has been bed- 
fast. During this time messages of 
inquiry and cheer have been received 
at his home almost daily from lead- 
ing men in the iron and steel world, 
from Andrew Carnegie down to the 
active present day plant managers, 
many of whom in years past 
num- 


bered among Mr. Fritz's "boys." 


John Fritz long ago earned his title 


of father of the steel industry not by 
any single invention or discovery, but 
by a contribution of new devices, new 
methods and practical work in build- 
ing up the industry in 
the United 


States. 
With only a district school 


education gained near a 
birthplace 


in the middle part of Pennsylvania, 
he gained a position in the steel in- 
dustry that has been recognized by 
the whole world. 


At the age of 16 Mr. Fritz left his 


father's farm to work in a country 
machine shop,, with a view of learn- 
ing the trade of a machinist. 
After 


various experiments in steel making 
at Xorristown and Safe Harbor, he 
went to Johnstown where 
he 
re- 


modled an old mill and built what is 
now known as 
the 
Cambria 
Iron 


Works. It was at this time that, in 
connection with his brother George, 
he designed and erected 
the 
well

The peach season has closed, BO far 


as this section ig concerned, and be- 
ing the first time that the fruit was 
shipped to any extent in car load lots, 
must be counted as hlighly success- 
ful. 


From figures given by W. J. Boye 


of the A. R. T. Co. Ada is creditec 
with 22 cars, Konawa 18, Tyrola 
Tupelo 14, a total of 58 cars, of whicl 
51 were moved jointly by the Amer- 
can 'Refrigerator Transit Co. and tb 
Katy railroad. These went to various 
eastern markets, 
Chicago, Detroit 


Kansas City, Scranton, Pa., St. Louis 
and Plttaburg included. The qualif 
was about average, but could be im 
proved at least 100 per cent by close 
attention to trees early in the sea- 
son. 


To handle this large quantity of 


fruit 694,800 pounds of ice was used 
nearly all of which was purchased 
from the Ada factory, and Mr. Bo>e: 
estimates that 350,000 pounds more
